His  Excellency,  John  L.  Reveiudge, 

Governor  of  Illinois: 

Sir:  The  business  of  Fire,  Marine  and  Inland  Insurance,  treated  in 
this  Report,  (unless  otherwise  specially  noted,)  is  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1S72,  as  presented  in  the  Animal  Statements  of  Compa- 
nies filed  in  this  Department  as  required  by  law. 

The  transactions  of  this  Department,  since  June  1,  1872,  (the  date  of 
nay  last,  or  Fourth  Animal  Insurance  Report,)  in  administering  the  in- 
surance laws  of  this  State,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  Fire  and  Fire- 
Marine  Insurance  Companies,  will  be  found  hereinafter  presented,  suffi- 
ciently in  detail  to  give  you  a  proper  understanding  in  regard  thereto. 

It  was  anticipated  that  this  Report  would  be  placed  in  your  hands  on 
the  lsl  hist.,  but  from  various  causes,  and  items  connected  with  and  ne*- 
cessary  for  a  correct  preparation  of  its  tabulations,  it  could  not  be  closed 
on  that  date.  The  substantial  value  of  these  reports,  giving  informa- 
tion as  to  the  condition  and  business  of  Fire,  Marine  and  Inland  Insu- 
la nee  Companies,  very  materially  depends  upon  their  earl}'  publication. 
Having  this  object  in  view,  the  companies  doing  business  in  this  State 
were,  in  the  last  Annual  Insurance  Report,  urged  to  make  prompt  re- 
turns of  their  business  for  the  year  1872.  Many  of  the  companies  pre- 
sented their  annual  statements  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  (Jan- 
uary 31st,)  while  the  statements  of  quite  a  number  of  companies  were 
received  and  filed  after  that  date,  as  will  appear  in  Table  No.  4,  which 
contains  a  column  showing  the  date  of  filing  the  annual  statement  of 
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each  company  for  the  current  year.  Although  somewhat  delayed,  from 
various  causes,  in  the  issue  of  this  Report,  it  is  hoped  that  the  very 
material  improvement  in  its  early  issue,  as  compared  with  its  predeces- 
sors, will  he  accepted  as  an  indication  of  an  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of 
this  Department  to  lay  the  information  contained  in  these  Reports  before 
the  general  public  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment,  consistent  with 
their  careful  preparation. 


ADMITTED. 

Since  the  date  of  last  Report — June  1,  1872 — authority  to  do  business 
in  this  State  has  been  given  to  the  agents  of  thirty-six  Fire  and  Fire- 
Marine  Insurance  Companies  that  had  not,  prior  to  the  date  of  such 
authority,  been  doing  business  in  Illinois.  Table  No.  1  gives  the  name, 
location,  and  amount  of  paid-up  capital  stock  of  each  company  so  ad- 
mitted. Each  company  named  has  complied  with  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Insurance  laws  of  this  State.

WITHDRAWN. 

Table  Xo.  2  gives  the  name,  location,  etc.,  of  each  Fire  and  Fire-Ma- 
rine Insurance  Company  which  has  ceased  to  do  business  in  this  State 
since  June  1,  1872.  The  great  conflagration  of  1872,  similar  to  and  al- 
most as  disastrous  to  property-holders  and  insurance  capital  as  the  one 
which  caused  so  many  companies  to  retire  from  the  field  of  insurance  in 
1871,  as  shown  in  the  "Retired"  list  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Insurance 
Report  of  this  Department,  has  been  the  cause  of  retirement  from  busi- 
ness, with  but  few  exceptions,  of  the  companies  appearing  in  the  "With- 
drawn "  table  of  this  report. 

The  total  amount  of  paid  up  capital  of  companies  admitted  since 
June  1,  1872,  is  $12,305,213  02,  as  shown  by  Table  No.  1,  being  $7,296,- 
588  02  more  than  the  aggregate  amount  of  paid  up  capital  of  the  com- 
panies which  have  ceased  to  do  business  in  the  State,  as  shown  in  the 
following  table,  No.  2  :

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AKNUAL  STATEMENTS— IMPAIRMENT  OF  CAPITAL 
STOCK,  ETC. 

The  law  of  this  State  relating  to  Eire,  Marine  and  Inland  Insurance 
Companies,  has  received  a  very  careful  consideration  in  regard  to  the 
Auditor's  duty  under  it,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  in- 
terests of  the  people  of  this  State,  but  also  that  the  companies  coming 
under  the  supervision  of  this  Department  may  be  assured,  without  an- 
noyance or  difficulty,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  given  them  by  our 
laws. 

The  annual  statements  of  five  companies  of  other  States  (hereinafter 
named),  each  showing  an  impairment  of  capital  stock  exceeding  20  per 
cent. — the  limit  of  impairment  of  capital  stock  of  such  companies  per- 
mitted by  our  laws — it  is  deemed  appropriate  to  state  what  is  believed 
to  be  a  proper  interpretation  of  the  law  applicable  to  such  cases. 

When  a  company  first  asks  admission  to  the  State,  and  presents  the 
statement  of  its  affairs,  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  our  insurance 
laws,  the  Auditor  may,  for  good  and  sufficient  cause,  decline  to  file  such 
statement,  and  thus  refuse  to  give  the  company  or  its  agents  his  certifi- 
cate of  authority.  But  after  a  company  has  complied  with  our  laws, 
and  received  State  authority  to  transact  its  appropriate  business  in  this 
State,  the  law  requires  such  company  thereafter  to  annually  renew  its 
u  statement  and  evidences  of  investments,"  giving  its  condition  and 
business  for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  of  December.  These  renewal 
statements,  under  my  interpretation  of  the  Illinois  law,  must  be  received 
and  filed  by  the  Auditor ;  but  if  the  Auditor,  in  his  examination  of  such 
statement,  or  by  personal  examination  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  at 
its  home  office,  ascertains  that  the  admitted  assets  are  not  in  amount 
sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law,  it  is  his  duty  to  withhold 
his  certificate  of  authority  until  the  impairment  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  company  is  made  good ;  or,  if  unexpired  certificates  of  authority 
are  in  the  hands  of  agents,  at  the  time  a  twenty  per  cent,  impairment 
is  ascertained,  the  Auditor  must  at  once  notify  the  agents  to  cease  trans- 
acting business  for  the  company  until  such  impairment  is  made  good. 
This  fluty  of  the  Auditor  is  not  peculiar,  only,  to  the  time  fixed  by  law 
for  filing  annual  statements  and  renewing  agents'  certificates  of  au- 
thority, but  is  applicable  to  all  times  during  the  year,  whenever  the 
condition  of  any  company  may  require  its  application. 

Thus  interpreting  the  law,  the  annual  statements  of  all  companies, 
heretofore  admitted  to  the  State,  have  been  tiled  as  soon  as  received, 
Whether  the  Statements  Show  the  companies  in  a  good  or  an  impaired 
condition.   The  company,  by  the  presentation  of  its  statement,  gives  a 

reasonable  notice  that  it  intends  to  comply,  if  within  its  power,  with  a!I 
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the  requirements  of  our  laws.  One  of  these  requirements  is,  if  impaired 
to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent,,  that  such  impairment  must  be  made  good, 
and  that  no  agent  of  such  company  shall  be  allowed  to  transact  business 
while  such  deficiency  continues.  In  my  opinion  a  refusal  of  the  Auditor 
to  tile  the  annual  renewal  statement  of  a  company,  which  company  had 
previously  complied  with  our  laws,  would  place  the  company  beyond  his 
control ;  that  he  would,  by  such  refusal,  lose  the  legal  right,  given  him 
by  law,  to  order  an  examination  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  or  to  issue 
a  notice  to  its  officers  to  cause  its  impairment  to  be  made  good.  He 
must  tile  the  statement,  and  thus  make  it  the  basis  and  foundation  of 
such  future  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  taken.  There  is  no  provi- 
sion in  our  law  that  permits  the  Department  to  sever  its  connection  with 
a  company  by  a  mere  simple  refusal  to  file  its  annual  statement. 

My  remarks,  thus  far,  apply  equally  to  companies  of  this  State  and 
of  other  States  and  countries,  except  as  to  the  per  cent,  of  impairment — 
25  per  cent,  being  the  limit  for  companies  of  this  State. 

The  connection  between  this  Department  and  an  Illinois  company  can 
be  severed,  only,  by  the  company  retiring  from  business — either  by  choice 
or  compulsion.  The  connection  between  this  Department  and  a  com- 
pany of  another  State  or  country,  after  having  been  once  made,  must  be 
kept,  subject  only  to  the  pleasure  of  the  company  and  the  requirements 
of  our  laws,  each  having  their  rights  and  specified  duties  under  the  law. 
Before  a  company  is  admitted  to  the  State,  an  examination  of  its  affairs 
is  a  requirement  of  the  Department,  which  the  company  expects,  and  to 
which  it  voluntarily  submits,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  admission. 
After  admission  it  is  a  tenant  at  will,  so  long  as  it  complies  with  the 
laws  applicable  to  it,  retiring  from  the  State  at  its  will  and  pleasure. 
The  Department,  as  the  agent  of  the  law,  to  the  extent  specified  in  the 
law,  controls  its  admission.  The  company,  and  not  the  Department, 
controls  its  retirement,  provided,  that  so  long  as  it  desires  to  transact 
its  appropriate  business  in  the  State,  it  complies  with  the  law,  i.  e.,  "the 
statement  and  evidences  of  investment  required  by  this  section  (22), 
shall  be  renewed  from  year  to  year,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may  be 
required  by  said  Auditor,"  etc. ;  "and  said  Auditor,  on  being  satisfied 
that  the  capital,  securities  and  investments  remain  secure,  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided,  shall  furnish  a  renewal  certificate,  as  aforesaid."  A  com- 
pany, by  its  statement,  or  otherwise,  may  disclose  the  fact  of  impairment 
to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent.,  and  be  subject  only  to  the  conditions  of 
section  22  of  the  Illinois  iusurance  law,  viz  :  "no  agent  shall  be  allowed 
to  transact  business  for  any  company,  etc.,  while  such  deficiency  shall 
continue."  Such  impairment  does  not,  necessarily,  bring  a  company 
under  the  provisions  of  section  23  of  our  insurance  law,  unless  the  Au- 
ditor is  satisfied  the  company  is  otherwise  in  such  "unsound  condition" 
as  to  require  immediate  publication  and  revocal  of  certificates. 
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When  the  annual  statement  of  a  company  of  another  State  discloses 
an  impairment  of  capital,  to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent.,  and  the  renewal 
papers  are  accompanied  with  the  evidence  that  a  call  has  been  made 
upon  the  stockholders  of  The  company  to  make  good  the  impairment, 
under  direction  of  the  Insurance  Department  of  the  State  in  which  the 
company  is  located,  or,  if  the  company  has  taken  such  action  voluntarily, 
the  issue  thereof  is  awaited  by  this  Department,  the  same  as  if  the  order 
to  make  the  "call"  had  been  originally  issued  by  this  Department. 

This  explanation  has  been  made  at  length,  so  that  companies  may 
know  the  interpretation  which  is  given  the  law  of  this  State  by  this  De- 
partment, and  to  explain  its  action  in  regard  to  the  following  companies: 

The  annual  statement  of  the  Arctic  Insurance  Company,  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  received  and  filed  February  17, 1873,  shows  an  imiiairment 
of  capital  stock  of  $08,225  60,  on  the  31st  December,  1872,  being  27.29 
per  cent.,  on  a  paid  up  capital  of  $250,000.  The  company  filed  a  sup- 
plemental statement,  showing  a  reduction  of  capital  stock,  under  an  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  February  0,  1873, 
amending  the  charter  of  said  company.  Said  supplemental  statement 
shows  aggregate  assets,  on  the  1st  of  March,  1873,  to  be  $275,467  71, 
and  aggregate  liabilities,  including  reserve  for  re-insurance  (40  per  cent, 
of  gross  premiums  received  on  unexpired  risks)  and  paid  up  capital 
stock,  of  $251,917  87,  showing  a  surplus  of  $23,549  84  over  paid  up  cap- 
ital, or  11.77  per  cent,  of  surplus. 

The  annual  statement  of  the  Eastern  Insurance  Company,  of  Bangor, 
Maine,  received  and  filed  February  6,  1873,  shows  an  impairment  of 
capital  stock  of  $78,103  14,  on  the  31st  December,  1872,  being  39.05  per 
cent,  on  a  paid  up  capital  of  $200,000.  Under  date  of  February  19, 
1873,  the  company  furnished  a  statement  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner 
of  the  State  of  Maine,  showing  that  $58,950  had,  up  to  that  date,  been 
paid  in  cash,  on  assessment  of  stockholders.  This  sum  reduced  the  im- 
X)airment  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Eastern  from  39.05  per  cent,  to  9.58 
per  cent.  The  statement  of  said  Commissioner  further  showed  that  the 
sum  of  $45,217  26,  of  the  $131,190  38  losses  unpaid  on  the  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1872,  had  been  paid,  thus  reducing  the  sum  of  unpaid  losses  to 
$85,973  12.  The  Commissioner's  statement  also  showed  that  the  asset 
item  of  cash  in  bank,  on  the,  .'{1st  December,  L872  ($34,039  26),  had  been 
increased  to  the  sum  of  $66,982  69,  on  the  19th  of  February,  L873.  Thus 
this  company,  working  under  a  defective  law,  being  powerless  to  enforce 
an  assessment  against  an  unwilling  stockholder,  had  reduced  iis  impair- 
ment as  above  stated,  relieving  (he  company  from  the  prohibitiou  clause 
of  the  Illinois  law.  Vet.  for  the  reasons  fully  ye!  concisely  stated  in  the 
following  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  company,  dated  March  5,  L873, 
t  he  officers  of  the  company  decided  lo  withdraw  from  the  State: 
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EASTERN  INSURANCE  COMPANY, 

Baxgor,  Maine,  March  5,  1873. 

Hon.  C.  E.  Lippixcott, 

Auditor  of  State,  Springfield,  Illinois : 

Dear  Sir  :  In  view  of  the  fact  that  some  of  our  stockholders  have  not  responded  to  the  calls  upon 
them,  and  that  there  still  remains  a  large  deficiency  in  our  capital  stock,  which  impairs  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  company,  and  renders  it  a  difficult,  not  to  say  dangerous  task  to  continue  the  business,  it 
was  yesterday  decided  to  withdraw,  for  the  present  at  least,  from  doing  business  in  your  State,  and 
our  agents  will  be  at  once  notified  to  cease  from  issuing  policies  or  taking  risks  for  us.  Though  we 
are  within  what  may  be  termed  the  strict  letter  of  the  law,  yet  it  is  unsafe,  as  well  as  unwise,  for  the 
officers  to  carry  so  heavy  a  burden,  as  a  slight  calamity  might  place  them  in  a  position  where  the 
community  at  large  might  justly  infer  what  in  reality  would  be  wrong  as  far  as  they  or  the  company 
are  concerned.  A  legal  meeting  of  the  company  will  be  held  next  week,  when  the  whole  subject  will 
be  decided  of  making  good  the  entire  deficiency,  or  of  discontinuing  all  business;  but  the  former  pro- 
ceeding will  take  time,  and  we  feel  that  we  have  no  further  right  to  ask  any  further  forbearance  on 
your  part,  and  take  this  course  as  an  act  of  justice  to  you  as  well  as  a  necessity  on  our  part. 

Had  the  bill  just  enacted  have  been  passed  at  an  earlier  date,  or  entire  unanimity  of  opinion  existed 
witli  our  stockholders,  this  alternative  would  not  have  arisen;  but  under  the  circumstances  we  see  no 
other  course  for  us  to  pursue.  Should  it  be  decided  to  make  good  our  impairment,  we  shall  again  de- 
sire to  continue  operations  in  your  State,  after  giving  you  the  necessary  evidence  of  such  being  the 
fact ;  but  in  the  meantime  no  anxiety  need  exist  on  the  part  of  any  one  of  the  security  of  their  poli- 
cies, or  of  the  integrity  of  the  company.  It  is  with  regret,  after  the  exertions  which  have  been  made, 
and  which  it  was  confidently  expected  would  be  successful,  that  we  are  compelled  to  this  course  ;  but 
we  feel  assured  that  you  will  approve  our  actions  as  being  in  harmony  with  the  motives  which  char- 
acterized our  doings  up  to  this  time.  This  action  is  indorsed  by  our  own  Commissioner,  and  though 
not  what  we  hoped  to  have  sent  you,  will,  we  trust,  meet  with  your  approval.

The  annual  statement  of  the  Hoffman  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of 
New  York  city,  received  and  filed  on  the  4th  February,  1873,  shows 
an  impairment  of  capital  stock  of  $85,534  90,  or  42.41  per  cent.,  on 
the  31st  of  December,  1872.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  being 
$200,000,  an  assessment  of  50  per  cent,  thereon  was  ordered  by  the  Su- 
perintendent of  the  New  York  Insurance  Department,  which  assessment 
was  all  paid  in  cash,  on  the  20th  January,  1873,  thereby  relieving  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  from  the  impairment  shown  by  its  state- 
ment on  the  31st  December,  1872. 

The  annual  statement  of  the  Mercantile  Mutual  Insurance  Company 
of  New  York  city,  received  and  filed  on  the  15th  day  of  March,  shows  an 
impairment  of  its  $1,000,000  capital  stock,  on  the  31st  December,  1872, 
of  $231,842  19,  or  23.18  per  cent,  of  its  capital.  The  statement  is  ac- 
companied with  the  proper  documents  from  the  Insurance  Department 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  dated  February  25,  1873,  showing  a  reduc- 
tion of  its  capital  stock  from  $1,000,000  to  $500,000,  and  of  the  shares 
of  stock  from  $100  to  $50  each,  thus  relieving  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company  from  the  impairment  shown,  by  its  annual  statement,  to  have 
existed  on  the  31st  December,  1872. 

The  annual  statement  of  the  Republic  Fire  Insurance  Company  of 
the  city  of  ^ew  York,  received  and  filed  February  3,  1873,  shows  an 
impairment  of  its  capital  stock,  on  the  31st  December,  1872,  of  $122,- 
091  97,  or  40.70  per  cent.    The  statement  of  said  company  shows  an

assessment  of  60  per  cent.,  on  its  $300,000  capital  stock,  to  have  been 
subscribed  December  31,  1872,  and  paid,  in  cash,  January  17,  1873, 
being  $180,000,  thereby  relieving  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
from  the  impairment  existing,  as  shown  by  its  annual  statement,  on  the 
31st  December,  1872.  % 

The  standing,  on  the  31st  December,  1872,  of  all  the  Joint  Stock  Fire 
and  Fire-Marine  Insurance  Companies  of  the  United  States,  appearing 
in  this  Eeport,  as  regards  policyholders,  as  shown  by  their  respective 
statements,  is  fully  presented  in  Table  No.  3. 

Five  companies  of  this  State,  with  an  aggregate  paid  up  capital  of 
$1,117,900,  have  an  aggregate  surplus  of  $299,405  85,  the  average  per 
cent,  of  surplus  being  26.55. 

Seventy-seven  companies  of  other  States,  with  an  aggregate  paid  up 
capital  of  $28,138,383  91,  have  an  aggregate  surplus  of  $5,796,653  61, 
the  average  per  cent,  of  surplus  being  20.65. 

Two  companies  of  this  State,  with  an  aggregate  paid  up  capital  of 
$400,000,  have  an  aggregate  impairment  of  $35,716  52,  the  average  per 
cent,  thereof  being  8.93. 

Eighteen  companies  of  other  States,  with  an  aggregate  paid  up  capi- 
tal of  $4,807,320,  have  an  aggregate  impairment  of  $811,470  58,  the 
average  per  cent,  thereof  being  16.88. 

The  companies  appearing  in  the  second  division  of  Table  No.  3,  as 
having  an  impairment  of  over  20  per  cent.,  have  been  hereinbefore  fully 
referred  to,  each  having  been  made  good  subsequent  to  the  31st  De- 
cember. 

In  addition  to  the  companies  appearing  in  the  following  table,  there 
are  sixteen  other  companies — Mutual  and  Foreign — authorized  to  do 
business  in  the  State  at  this  date — March  15,  1873 — making  a  total  of 
118  companies,  which  number  will  appear  in  the  subsequent  tabulations 
of  this  Report.

GENERAL  BUSINESS 

DONE  BY  ALL   THE  FIRE  AND   EIRE -MARINE   INSURANCE  COMPANIES 
COMPLYING/  WITH  THE  LAWS  OF  THIS  STATE. 

The  date  of  organization,  date  of  first  admission  into  this  State,  date 
of  filing  last  annual  statement,  the  names  of  officers,  the  names  and  re- 
sidences of  attorneys  authorized  to  accept  service  of  process,  and  the 
number  of  agents  employed  in  Illinois,  are  given,  in  detail,  in  Table 
No.  4,  for  each  Fire  and  Fire-Marine  Insurance  Company  having  State 
authority  to  transact  business  at  the  date  of  this  report.  The  118  com- 
panies named  in  said  table  employ,  in  the  aggregate,  4,362  agents. 

A  synopsis  of  Table  No.  5  shows  that  7  Joint  Stock  Companies  of  this 
State  have  paid  up  capital  aggregating  $1,527,900 ;  total  assets  amount- 
ing to  $2,359,551  34;  and  total  liabilities  amounting  to  $2,095,802  01. 
Five  of  said  companies  have  an  aggregate  surplus  of  $299,405  85,  and  2 
of  them  an  aggregate  impairment  of  $35,716  52,  leaving  the  7  compa- 
nies with  a  net  surplus  of  $203,689  33.  The  total  income  of  the  7  llli 
nois  companies  was  $1,121,638  89,  and  their  total  expenditures  were 
$1,017,037  96,  for  the  year  1872,  during  which  time  4  of  said  companies 
received  (160,183  95  over  and  above  fcheir  expenditures,  and  3  of  them 

expended  $55,583  02  over  and  above  their  income,  w  hile  the  whole  7 
Companies  received  the  net  sum  of  $104,600  93  more  than  they  expended. 
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Tlie  95  Joint  Stock  Companies  of  other  States  have  paid  up  capital 
amounting  to  832,915,703  91 ;  aggregate  assets  amounting  to  $68,670,- 
446  76 ;  and  aggregate  liabilities  amounting  to  $63,685,263  73.  Of  said 
companies,  77  have  a  surplus  of  $5,796,653  61,  while  18  of  them  have  an 
impairment  of  capital  amounting  to  $811,470  58.  The  95  companies 
have  an  aggregate  net  surplus  of  $4,985,183  03.  During  the  past  year 
the  aggregate  income  of  said  companies  was  $46,514,821  90,  and  the  ag- 
gregate expenditures  847,695,850  28.  62  of  them  received  $3,935,752  37 
more  income  than  they  expended,  and  33  of  them  expended  $5,116,780  75 
more  than  their  income,  while  the  whole  95  companies,  in  the  aggregate, 
paid  out  $1,181,028  38  more  than  they  received. 

The  6  Mutual  Companies  have  assets  amounting,  in  the  aggregate,  to 
$4,053,309  03,  (excluding  86,934,725  99  premium  notes,)  and  liabilities 
amounting,  in  the  aggregate,  to  $3,677,264  29.  One  company,  exclud- 
ing its  premium  notes,  has  $19,691  57  liabilities  over  assets.  The  6  com- 
panies have  an  aggregate  net  surplus  of  $376,044  74.  The  income  of 
said  companies  during  the  past  year  was  $3,351,424  26,  and  their  total 
expenditures  $3,248,201  40.  5  of  these  companies  received  $111,918  85 
income  over  amount  expended,  while  1  company  expended  $8,695  99 
more  than  its  income.  And  the  whole  6  companies  received,  in  the  ag 
gregate,  $103,222  86  more  income  than  they  paid  out. 

The  8  United  States  Branch  Offices  of  Foreign  Insurance  Companies 
show  $9,631,775  42  assets,  and  $5,645,460  90  liabilities,  leaving  $3,986,- 
314  52  as  a  net  surplus.  Said  branch  offices  show  an  income  during 
1872  of  $9,266,926  12,  against  $11,004,062  58  expenditures.  3  of  said 
branch  offices  received  $269,121  80  more  income  than  they  expended, 
while  5  of  them  paid  out  $2,006,258  26  more  than  their  income.  The  8 
branch  offices  paid  out  $1,737,136  46  more  than  their  aggregate  income 
for  the  year. 

The  2  Foreign  Companies,  presenting  reports  of  home  offices,  have  a 
paid  up  capital  of  $1,645,925  98  ;  assets  amounting  to  $12,654,983  66  ; 
liabilities  amounting  to  $10,259,462  21 ;  and  a  surplus  of  $2,395,521  45. 
The  income,  during  1872,  of  these  companies  was  $4,549,721  63,  and  ex- 
penditures $3,936,840  77.  One  comx^any  received  $665,997  59  more  in- 
come than  it  expended,  while  the  other  paid  out  $53,116  73  more  than 
it  received — the  net  amount  received  by  the  2  companies  over  expendi- 
tures being  $612,880  86.  The  statement  of  the  Eoyal  Insurance  Com- 
pany is  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1872,  therefore  does  not  include  the 
losses  of  that  comj>any  in  the  Boston  fire,  which  are  reported  to  be  about 
$1,024,000.* 

*  For  statement  of  business  of  the  Royal  Insurance  Company  in  the  United  States,  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1872,  see  end  of  these  remarks  on  general  business— said  statement  having  juet  been 
received. 
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The  grand  aggregate  of  the  1 18  companies  shows :  paid  up  capital 
$36,119,529  87  ;  assets  $97,370,066  31,  excluding  $6,934,725  94  premium 
notes  of  Mutual  Companies  ;  liabilities  $85,363,313  14.  Of  the  118  com- 
panies, 97  have  a  surplus  of  $12,873,631  74,  while  21  have  $866,878  67 
of  liabilities  in  excess  of  assets.  The  aggregate  net  surplus  of  all  the 
companies  is  $12,006,753  07.  The  income  for  the  year  1872,  of  all  the 
companies,  is  $64,804,532  80,  against  $66,901,992  99  expenditures.  Of 
the  118  companies,  75  received  $5,142,974  56  income  over  amount  ex- 
pended by  them,  while  47  of  them  paid  out  $7,240,434  75  over  the  amount 
of  income  they  received — the  aggregate  net  result  of  the  business  of 
the  year  1872  being,  that  the  118  companies  paid  out  $2,097,460  19  more 
than  the  amount  of  income  received  by  them. 

A  synopsis  of  the  aggregates  of  Table  No.  6  shows  that  the  118  com- 
panies have  written  Fire  Risks  during  the  year  amounting  to  $5,950,- 
136,562,  and  Marine  and  Inland  Risks  amounting  to  $742,829,120.  Total 
$6,692,965,682.  The  amount  of  premiums  received  on  fire  risks,  written 
during  the  year,  is  $52,518,725  19,  the  average  premium  rate  being  88 
cents  on  the  $100  of  risks  written.  The  amount  of  premiums  received 
on  marine  and  inland  risks  written  is  $7,193,928  68,  the  average  pre- 
mium rate  being  97  cents  on  the  $100  of  marine  and  inland  risks  writ- 
ten during  the  year.  The  amount  of  fire  losses  paid  by  all  the  compa- 
nies during  the  year  is  $41,857,214  91.  The  amount  of  marine  and  in- 
land losses  paid  is  $5,300,487  96.  Total  losses  paid  daring  the  year, 
$47,157,702  87.  The  companies  paid  70  cents  for  every  $100  of  fire 
risks,  and  71  cents  for  every  $100  of  marine  risks  written  during  the 
year.  For  every  $100  of  fire  premiums  received,  they  paid  $79  70  for 
fire  losses  ;  and  for  every  $100  of  marine  and  inland  premiums  received, 
they  paid  $73  68  for  marine  and  inland  losses. 

The  following  table  will  give  the  result  of  the  rates  and  ratios  of 
Table  No.  6,  according  to  the  classification  of  companies,  used  in  this 
Report.  The  general  average  rates  and  ratios  of  the  business  of  the  94 
companies  appearing  in  last  annual  Report  have  been  added  in  this 
table,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison.  The  comparison  shows  that  the 
premium  rate  on  fire  business  has  increased  from  .84  in  1871  to  .88  in 
1872,  while  the  premium  rate  on  marine-inland  business  has  fallen  from 
1.16  to  .97  ;  that  the  ratio  of  losses  to  premiums  received,  on  fire  busi- 
ness, has  fallen  from  97.36  to  79.70,  and  on  marine-inland  business  from 
75.07  to  73.68;  and  that  the  ratio  of  losses  to  risks  written  on  fire  busi- 
ness has  fallen  from  .84  to  .70,  and  on  marine  and  inland  business  from 
.87  to  .71.

The  actual  business  of  the  year  is  presented  in  Table  No.  7,  the  ba- 
sis being  the  amount  of  losses  incurred  and  expenses  paid  in  1872, 
as  compared  with  the  cash  income  of  the  companies  for  said  year.  A 
synopsis  of  the  totals  of  said  table  shows  that  the  7  companies  of  this 
State  incurred  losses  to  the  amount  of  $445,613  43  ;  that  their  expenses 
were  $611,023  G7  :  total  losses  and  expenses,  $1,050,637  10.  The  amount 
of  income  for  1872  of  said  companies  was  $1,121,638  89  ;  showing  a  net 
profit  of  $65,001  79.  Five  of  the  companies  show  an  aggregate  net  pro- 
fit of  $91,108  69,  while  two  of  them  show  an  aggregate  net  loss  of 
$26,106  90. 

The  95  joint  stock  companies  of  other  States  have  an  aggregate  of 
$35,359,621  05  losses  incurred,  and  have  paid  $14,566,687  44  for  ex- 
penses :  total,  $49,926,308  49,  against  $46,514,821  90  income,  showing  a 
net  loss  of  $3,411,486  59.  Forty-four  of  these  companies  show  an  ag- 
gregate net  profit  of  $3,118,725  82,  while  51  of  them  have  an  aggregate 
net  loss  of  $6,530,212  41. 

The  six  mutual  companies  incurred  $2,242,122  06  losses,  and  paid 
$850,773  12  for  expenses  :  total,  $3,092,895  18,  against  $3,351,424  26 
income,  showing  a  net  profit  of  $258,529  08.  Four  of  these  companies 
have  an  aggregate  net  profit  of  $431,369  50,  and  two  of  them  an  aggre- 
gate net  loss  of  $172,840  42. 

The  eight  United  States  branch  offices  of  foreign  companies  have 
$9,668,042  30  losses  incurred,  and  $2,415,033  87  expenses  paid :  total, 
$12,083,076  17  against  $9,266,926  12  cash  income  ;  showing  a  net  loss 
of  $2,816,150  05.  Three  of  these  companies  have  a  net  profit  of  $173-, 
317  85,  while  five  of  them  have  a  net  loss  of  $2,989,467  90. 

The  two  foreign  companies  —  home  offices  —  (the  statement  of  the 
Eoyal  being  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1872) — incurred  $2,183,914  95 
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losses,  and  paid  $1,300,971  12  for  expenses  ;  total,  $3,484,886  07  against 
$4,549,721  63  income ;  showing  a  net  profit  of  $1,064,835  56. 

The  118  companies  incurred  $49,899,313  79  losses,  and  paid  $19,744,- 
290  12  for  expenses,  the  total  thereof  being  $09,643,603  91.  The  aggre- 
gate income  of  said  companies  for  the  year  is  $64,804,532  80,  thus  show- 
ing the  net  loss  of  the  118  companies  on  their  business  of  the  year  1872, 
to  be  $4,839,071  11.  Fifty-eight  of  the  companies  have  a  net  profit  of 
$4,879,557  42,  and  sixty  of  them  a  net  loss  of  $9,718,628  53. 

Table  No.  8  shows  the  per  cent,  of  income  of  each  company  paid  for  ex- 
penses or  losses,  or  applied  to  surplus.  Said  table  also  shows  the  per  cent, 
of  losses  paid  from  income  of  1872,  and  the  per  cent,  of  losses  paid  from 
other  sources.  The  following  table  presents  the  average  result  to  each 
class  of  companies ;  and,  for  the  purpose  of  further  comparison,  the  gen- 
eral averages  of  the  ninety-four  companies  appearing  in  last  Eeport,  are 
stated.  The  average  per  cent,  of  income  paid  for  expense  of  1872  is 
30.47  per  cent.,  against  32.77  per  cent,  in  1871.  For  each  year,  the  general 
result  is  unfavorable  to  the  companies,  the  income  not  paying  expenses 
and  losses  in  full.  In  1872,  the  payment  of  losses  required  4.45  per  cent, 
thereof  to  be  paid  from  sources  other  than  the  income  of  the  year.  In 
1871,  the  payment  of  losses  required  18.99  per  cent,  thereof  to  be  paid 
from  sources  other  than  the  income  of  the  year.

A  general  and  comprehensive  view  of  the  total  business  of  the  com- 
panies reporting  to  this  Department,  for  the  years  1S09  to  1S72,  inclu- 
sive, will  be  obtained  by  reference  fco  Table  No.  9.  The  aggregate  busi- 
ness of  the  four  years  shows  the  risks  written  to  amount  to  $20,485,153,- 
70s,  and  the  cash  premium  receipts  during  the  same  time,  to  amount  to 
$186,880,167  4 1  ;  the  aggregate  average  premium  rale  being 91  cents  for 
evejrj  $100  of  risks  written.    For  L869  and  L870,  the  rate  La  above 
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the  average,  being  97  cents  for  1869,  and  91  cents  for  1870.  For  1871 
and  1872,  the  rate  is  below  the  average,  being  89  cents  for  each  year. 
The  aggregate  average  ratio  of  losses  to  risks  written  for  the  four  years 
is  68  cents  on  the  $100.  For  1869  and  1870,  the  ratio  is  below  the 
average,  being  52  cents  for  1869,  and  59  cents  for  1870.  For  1871  and 
1872,  the  ratio  is  above  the  average,  being  84  cents  for  1871,  and  70  cents 
for  1872.  The  aggregate  average  ratio  of  losses  is  $74  03  for  every 
$100  of  cash  premium  receipts.  The  ratios  of  the  years  1869  and 
1870,  are  below  the  average :  that  of  1869  being  $55  17,  and  that  of 
1870  being  $62  84.  The  ratios  of  the  years  1871  and  1872  are  above 
the  average :  that  of  1871  being  $94  43,  and  that  of  1872  being  $78  97. 
The  aggregate  average  ratio  of  total  expenditures  to  total  income  shows 
that  for  the  four  years,  the  companies  expended  $97  65,  for  every 
$100  of  cash  income.  The  business  of  1869  shows  $86  36,  and  of  1870, 
$92  60  expended  for  every  $100  received ;  while  the  business  of  1871 
shows  $104  73,  and  of  1872,  $103  24  expended  for  every  $100  received. 
This  showing,  it  must  be  remembered,  does  not  include  the  very  large 
amount  of  insurance  capital  and  assets  of  companies  entirely  destroyed 
by  the  two  great  conflagrations  occurring  in  the  past  two  years,  but 
that  it  only  applies  to  the  companies  continuing  the  business  and  making 
reports.  This,  and  other  tables  in  this  Eeport,  should  convince  those 
who  are  buying  insurance,  that  they  are  not,  as  yet,  paying  a  remunera- 
tive price  for  their  use  of  such  capital. 

The  total  amount  of  each  item,  comprising  assets,  liabilities,  income 
and  expenditures,  etc.,  of  the  companies,  as  classified  in  this  Eeport,  is 
concisely  stated  in  Table  No.  10.  Said  table  is  a  comprehensive  synop- 
sis of  detailed  statements,  numbered  as  Tables  15  to  19,  inclusive. 

A  comparison  of  the  business  of  the  year  1872  with  the  business  of 
the  year  1871,  of  each  company  appearing  in  this  Eeport,  is  presented, 
in  detail,  in  Table  No.  11.  The  following  is  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  ag- 
gregate footings  of  said  table :

These  average  rates 
should  be  a  correct  indication  of  the  rates  charged  by  each  company,  as 
their  statements  claim  that  the  amounts  of  premiums  given  therein  are 
the  actual  amounts  of  premiums  charged  on  the  respective  amounts  of 
risks  stated.  The  variableness  of  the  rates  of  some  of  the  companies 
leads  me  to  infer  the  possibility  of  error  in  the  figures  in  such  cases.

BUSINESS  DONE  IN  ILLINOIS. 

The  result  of  the  Illinois  business  of  Fire  and  Fire-Marine  Insurance 
Companies  for  the  year  1872,  is  a  profitable  one  to  the  companies.  If 
we  take  into  consideration  the  number  of  companies  represented,  it 
probably  seldom,  if  ever,  occurs  in  insurance  statistics,  that  so  clean  a 
column  is  presented  as  is  the  "Loss"  column,  under  the  head  of  "Bal- 
ance," in  Table  No.  21.  But  3  companies  are  represented  in  the  column, 
the  "total"  thereof  being  $8,193  77.  The  solid  well  filled  column  of  "Pro- 
fit," in  said  table,  claims  115  companies,  and  an  aggregate  footing  of 
$2,524,578  87,  producing  a  net  profit  on  the  business  of  all  the  compa- 
nies for  the  year  1872,  of  $2,516,385  10. 

That  this  result  is  not  one  of  accident,  the  figures  of  table  No.  25 
should  plainly  demonstrate.  The  increased  average  premium  rate  and 
the  reduced  ratios  of  loss  to  risks  written  and  to  premiums  received,  as 
compared  with  the  rates  and  ratios  of  former  years,  should  not  be  attri- 
buted alone  to  the  chances  of  fortune.  On  the  contrary,  they  demon- 
strate that  the  underwriters  of  this  State  have,  to  a  fair  extent,  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  remunerative  rates,  and  exercised  good  judgment  in 
the  amount  and  distribution  of  risks,  after  making  due  allowance  for  the 
care  and  watchfulness  which  have  evidently  been  exercised  by  the  in- 
sured, as  shown  by  the  small  ratio  of  loss  to  risks  written,  in  table  No.  25. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  figures  of  profit,  shown  by  this  report,  on  the 
business  in  Illinois  for  the  year  1872,  from  being  in  any  way  made  use 
of,  to  the  detriment  of  insurance  capital,  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to 
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summarize  the  result  to  such  capital,  of  the  business  in  this  State  for 
the  three  preceding  years.  The  first  official  record  made  of  the  business 
done  in  Illinois,  by  Insurance  Companies,  was  for  the  year  1869  $  there- 
fore, I  commence  with  that  year,  and  give  the  result  of  such  business 
for  the  years  1869,  1870  and  1871:

This  is  an  enormous  sum  for  "balance  of  trade7'  against  insurance 
capital.  It  will  take  many  prosx>erous  years  for  such  capital  to  regain 
its  own,  or  rather  to  make  itself  even  with  the  owners  of  insurable  pro- 
perty in  this  State.  These  figures  show  that  for  every  dollar  paid  for 
insurance,  the  insured  received  back  the  average  sum  of  $4  23.  Of  the 
$14,642,554  35  x>reiniiiras  received,  the  companies  paid  $4,060,781  for 
expenses,  taking  30  per  cent,  of  premiums  received  as  the  basis  for  esti- 
mating such  expenses.  Deduct  this  sum  from  the  amount  of  premiums 
received,  and  we  find  that  for  every  dollar  actually  received  by  the  com- 
panies, they  paid  back  $5  85. 

Although  the  actual  business  of  the  year  1872  shows  a  net  profit  to 
the  companies  of  $2,516,385  10,  the  companies,  in  the  aggregate,  have 
taken  no  money  from  the  State,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  following- 
figures  :

The  companies,  on  their  fire  business,  received,  on  an  average,  $1.41 
in  premiums,  and  paid  $1  for  losses,  for  every  $100  of  risks  written; 
and  for  every  $100  received  for  premiums,  they  paid  $71.19  for  losses. 
On  their  Marine  and  Inland  business,  they  received,  on  an  average,  85 
cents  in  premiums,  and  paid  55  cents  for  losses  for  every  $100  of  risks 
written  ;  and  for  every  $100  of  premiums  received,  they  paid  $65.48  for 
losses.  The  aggregate  figures  show  an  average  of  $1.34  premiums  re- 
ceived, and  95  cents  paid  for  losses,  for  every  $100  of  risks  written;  and 
for  every  $100  received  for  premiums,  they  paid  $70.76  for  losses.

Table  No.  21  is  presented  as  a  "  Balance  Sheet,"  showing  net  profit 
or  loss  on  Illinois  business  for  each  company,  taking,  as  a  basis  there- 
for, the  amount  of  losses  incurred,  and  estimating  expenses  at  30  per 
cent,  of  premiums  received.  The  blanks  furnished  to  companies  for  their 
annual  statements  failed  to  ask  for,  and,  as  a  consequence,  to  obtain,  a 
report  of  the  amount  of  losses  incurred  in  the  State  during  1872  on  fire 
risks  separate  from  losses  incurred  on  marine  and  inland  risks ;  there- 
fore, the  result  to  each  class  of  business  in  this  State,  for  the  past  year, 
cannot  be  separately  stated  in  this  table. 

The  7  Illinois  Companies  received  cash  premiums  amounting  to 
$661,069  74.  They  incurred  $152,974  23  loss.  Estimating  expenses  at 
$198,320  93,  leaves  them  a  net  profit  of  $309,774  58. 

The  95  Joint  Stock  Companies  of  other -States  received  $4,012,048  59 
cash  premiums.  They  incurred  $1,095,361  92  losses.  Estimating  ex- 
peuses  at  $1,203,614  99,  leaves  them  a  net  profit  of  $1,713,071  68.  Of 
these  companies,  2  show  a  net  loss  of  $1,847  91,  while  93  have  a  net 
profit  of  $1,714,919  59. 

The  6  Mutual  Companies  received  $304,710  16  cash  premiums.  They 
incurred  $87,694  87  losses.  Estimating  expenses  at  $91,413  03,  leaves 
them  a  net  profit  of  $125,602  26.  Of  these  companies,  1  has  a  net  loss 
of  $6,345  86,  while  5  have  a  net  profit  of  $131,948  12. 

The  8  United  States  Branches  of  Foreign  Companies  received  $598,- 
672  09  cash  premiums.  They  incurred  $129,541  57  losses.  Estimating 
expenses  at  $179,601  63,  leaves  them  a  net  profit  of  $289,528  89. 

The  2  Foreign  Companies  received  $128,360  78  cash  premiums.  They 
incurred  $11,444  86  losses.  Estimating  expenses  at  $38,508  23  leaves 
them  a  net  profit  of  $78,407  69. 

The  grand  aggregate  figures  of  the  118  companies,  show  $5,704,861  36 
cash  premiums  received.  They  incurred  $1,477,017  45  losses.  Estima- 
ting expenses  at  $1,711,458  81  leaves  them  a  net  profit  of  $2,516,385  10. 
Three  of  the  companies  show  a  net  loss  of  $8,193  77,  while  115  com- 
panies show  a  net  profit  of  $2,524,578  87,  leaving  the  net  profit  on  the 
business  of  all  the  companies  at  $2,516,385  10  as  before  stated.

20  and  21,  and  present,  in  tabular  form,  the  figures  stated  in  the  lore 
going  remarks  concerning  said  last  named  tables.

One  of  Hie  companies  organized  prior  to  Dec.  31,  1872 — the  Apjia- 
noose  and  Sonora  Mutual — tiled  its  annual  statement  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1872.  Another  company — the  Yorktown  and  Alba 
Township  Insurance  Company — presented  its  annual  statement,  showing 
as  follows :

By  the  terms  of  the  law,  the  existence  of  the  company  depended  on 
its  having  not  less  than  $50,000  00  at  risk.  The  case  was  submitted  to 
the  Attorney  General,  upon  which  he  rendered  the  following  opinion  : 

ATTOENEY  GENEEAL'S  OFFICE,  ILLINOIS, 

Springfield,  February  5,  1873. 

Sir  :  I  have  considered  your  communication  of  the  27th  ult.,  asking  my  opinion  upon  the  matters 
hereinafter  stated,  and  return  my  opinion  thereon,  as  follows : 

Sections  one  and  thirteen  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  and  to  govern  Mutual  Fire  In- 
surance Companies  in  Townships,"  in  force  July  1,  1872,  clearly  imply  that  no  company  has  the  right 
to  organize  under  the  act,  or  if  organized,  continue  in  business,  unless  the  members  thereof  have,  and 
keep  insured  therein,  property  owned  by  them  of  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value. 

By  the  t'n  si  section  the  company  has  no  right  to  organize  under  the  act  unless  the  incorporators  col- 
lectively own  "property  of  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value  which  they  desire  to  have  in 
sured  "  therein.  It  would  seem  but  reasonable  that  this  desire  should  be  manifested  by  their  effecting; 
such  insurance  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  company  is  organized. 

Under  the  thirteenth  section  no  member  has  the  right  to  withdraw  from  the  company  and  surrender 
his  policy  for  cancellation,  if  such  withdrawal  would  reduce  the  assets  of  the  company  (meaning,  as  I 
understand,  the  value  of  the  property  insured  therein)  below  the  fifty  thousand  dollars  required  in 

order  to  ('liable  the  company  to  organize  in  the  lirsl  instance. 

It  the  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  company  transmitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  as 
required  h.y  section  fifteen  of  the  act,  does  not  show  that  the  corporators  have  carried  Into  effect  theil 
"  desire  "  to  have  not  h  sM  than  fifty  t  housand  dollars  in  value  of  their  property  insured  in  the  com- 
pany, h.y  having  the  same  so  insured  therein,  or  at  least  procuring  insurance  therein  to  that  amount, 
tin  ( :oinmissioncr  of  Insurance  would  he  under  no  legal  obligation  to  grant  the  certificate  to  continue 
in  business  required  by  section  fifteen.    Some  discretion  as  to  the  granting  Of  this  certificate  may  be 

retted  In  the  Commiisioner,  and  it  would  do  doubt  be  justifiable  in  him  to  overlooks  temporary  re- 
Auction  of  the  amount  of  property  Insured,  oaused  by  casualties  incident  to  the  business  of  Ire  lnsur> 
anoe,  where  the  company  gave  evidence  of  solvency,  and  In  good  faith  endeavored  to  comply  with  t  ho 
law.   Dhder the  fifteenth  section  the  Commissi  ir  oould  (and  should  in  a  proper  oase)  terminate  the 

out  i  of  the  company  to  continue  in  business,  b\  simply  refusing  to  giant  their  certificate  of  renewal. 
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If,  upon  examination,  the  Commissioner  finds  that  the  condition  of  the  company  has  become  snch  as 
to  render  its  further  proceeding  hazardous  to  the  insured,  he  has  the  power,  under  the  sixteenth  sec- 
tion, to  institute  proceedings  in  the  circuit  or  county  court  to  dissolve  and  close  up  the  affairs  of  the 
company.  But  in  most  cases  he  could  more  summarily  effect  the  same  purpose  by  refusing  the  certi- 
ficate of  renewal  under  section  fifteen.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection  Company,  of  Hartford, 
Conn.,  has  complied,  for  the  year  1873,  with  the  laws  of  1855  and  1857. 
The  statement  of  its  affairs  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1872,  will 
be  found  in  this  Keport,  following  the  statements  of  Fire  and  Fire- 
Marine  Companies  of  other  States. 

MERCANTILE  INSURANCE  COMPANY  OF  CHICAGO. 

On  the  6th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1872,  this  Department  was  noti- 
fied by  the  President  of  the  Mercantile  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago, 
that  said  company  desired  to  comply  with  the  law  of  1869,  so  far  as  the 
same  applied  to  said  company,  it  having  a  special  charter.  The  com- 
pany claimed  to  have  a  paid  up  capital  stock  amounting  to  $157,000. 

On  the  9th  day  of  December,  1872,  a  commission  was  issued  appoint- 
ing Gen.  Geo.  W.  Smith,  Col.  Josiah  H.  Kellogg  and  E.  W.  Eussell, 
Esq.,  all  citizens  of  Chicago,  as  commissioners  to  make  the  examination 
of  the  investments  of  capital  and  the  assets  of  the  company.  Said 
commissioners  submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  Hon.  C.  E.  Lipfincott,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

The  undersigned,  in  pursuance  of  the  appointment  hereto  annexed,  hearing  date  the  9th  day  of  De- 
cember, A.  D.  1872,  have  personally  made  an  examination  of  the  capital,  securities  and  affairs  of  the 
Mercantile  Insurance  Company  of  Chicago — a  joint  stock  insurance  company — and  hereby  certify  that 
the  statement  made  below  is  a  correct  and  fair  account  of  the  action  of  the  undersigned  in  the  matter 
of  such  examination,  and  that  the  conclusions  therein  found  are  made  upon  the  best  opinions  which 
the  undersigned  have  been  able  to  form  from  the  evidence  submitted  to  them,  and  such  information  as 
they  have  been  able  to  obtain.

STATEMENT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

They  were  attended  uniformly  by  John  Olney,  President  of  said  Company,  who  submitted  to  them 
certain  securities,  with  evidences  of  title  and  value,  purporting  to  represent  investments  of  the 
amount  of  $157,000  00,  that  being  the  capital  stock  of  said  company.  Upon  an  examination  of  such 
securities  and  evidences  it  appeared  that — 

1st.  The  premises  situate  in  Cook  county  (and  named  in  the  Johnston  mortgage)  were  not  of  the 
value  upon  the  basis  of  which  the  company  had  accepted  them  ;  and,  further,  that  the  Johnston  mort- 
gage was  not  a  first  lien. 
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2d.  The  premises  described  in  the  remaining  mortgages  were  almost  exclusively  situate  in  Galla- 
tin, Franklin,  Hardin,  Massac  and  Wayne  counties,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  might  be  classed  as 
either  swamp  timber  or  quasi-mineral  lands  unimproved.  The  value  claimed  for  these  lands,  and  the 
basis  upon  which  they  had  been  accepted  by  the  company  as  security,  was  an  average  of  about  $25  00 
per  acre.  It  was  not  known  what  was  their  real  value,  but  it  was  believed  to  be  far  below  the  sum  at 
which  the  company  had  accepted  them.  It  was  considered  that  whatever  their  worth  might  be,  they 
had  no  conceivable  market  value,  and  that  investments  upon  the  pledge  of  them  were  not  such  as 
should  be  required  of  a  company  whose  resources  might  at  any  time  be  called  forth. 

3d.   Objections  to  the  titles  to  the  lands  referred  to  last  above  were — 

A.  In  large  part  they  were  derived  from  tax  sales. 

B.  Those  in  Wayne  county  were  in  litigation  upon  the  question  of  the  validity  of  a  prior  mortgage 
executed  by  the  authorities  of  that  county. 

C.  There  are  defects  in  some  instances  in  the  execution  of  conveyances,  and  also  in  the  lapse  of 
conveyances  in  the  chain. 

4th.  None  of  the  mortgages  to  the  company  contained  a  power  to  sell  by  publication,  so  that  in 
case  of  necessity  to  realize  upon  them  a  long  period  must  be  consumed  in  foreclosing  by  bill  in  chan- 
cery. 

The  above  Commissioners,  by  one  of  their  number,  requested  from  said  company  a  statement  in  wri- 
ting, verified  as  required  by  law,  of  the  capital  and  assets  of  said  company,  and  were  denied.  The 
statement  was  requested  after  the  date  of  the  informal  submission  by  Mr.  Olney  as  above.  Their 
opinions  and  what  would  probably  be  their  conclusions  had  at  the  time  of  such  request  been  commu- 
nicated to  Mr.  Olney. 

The  Commissioners  have  therefore  acted  upon  the  evidence  furnished,  and  have  unanimously  con- 
cluded that  said  company  has  no  sufficient  foundation  upon  which  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois.

On  the  30 tli  January,  1873,  the  President  of  the  company  presented 
a  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  at  this  Department,  showing 
a  paid  up  capital  of  $100,000,  and  desired  the  personal  examination  of 
the  Auditor  as  to  the  value  of  the  investments  of  capital  and  assets. 
Before  any  action  was  taken,  complaint  was  filed  in  this  Department, 
that  said  company  had  written  risks  in  violation  of  the  act  of  18G9. 
Thereupon  the  case  was  referred  to  Hon.  James  K.  Edsall,  Attorney 
General,  who  now  has  the  case  in  his  hands.  I  am  advised  that  the 
company  has  given  up  its  office  and  abandoned  the  business. 

ATLANTIC  AND  PACIFIC  INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

This  company  was  referred  to,  in  my  last  annual  report,  as  being  in 
process  of  formation,  under  the  act  of  March  11,  18G9.  On  the  8th  day 
of  March,  1873,  its  officers  advised  me  that  the  company  desired  an  ex- 
amination of  (lie  investments  of  capital  and  of  its  assets,  in  order  to  ob- 
tain the  authority  of  the  Auditor  to  commence  business. 

On  the  LOth  day  of  March,  1873,  I  issued  a  commission  to  Messrs.  Jo- 
siah  E.  Kellogg,  Samuel  E.  Wells,  and  M.  I).  Bardin,  all  residents  of 
Chicago,  as  Commissioners,  to  make  the  examination,  as  required  by 
the  LOth  section  of  the  act  of  L869. 

S;iid  Commissioners  submitted  the  following  report  of  the  result  of 
their  examination : 
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To  the  Hon.  C.  E.  Lifpincott, 

Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 
The  undersigned,  in  pursuance  of  the  appointment  hereto  annexed,  hearing  date  the  10th  day  of 
March,  A.  D.  1873,  have  personally  made  an  examination  of  the  capital,  securities  and  affairs  of  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  a  Joint  Stock  Fire  Insurance  Company, 
organized  nnder  the  act  of  March  11th,  1869,  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  and  to  govern  fh-e,  marine 
and  inland  navigation  insurance  companies  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Illinois, "  and  hereby  certify 
that  the  capital  of  said  company,  as  fixed  by  its  charter,  is  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ;  the  assets, 
as  per  report  attached,  marked  "C"  ;  and  that  said  capital  was  subscribed  and  paid  in  by  the  several 
parties  named  in  schedule  l'B,"  hereto  annexed,  and  in  the  several  amounts  set  opposite  their  respec- 
tive names.  And  further,  that  we  have  no  interest  in  said  company.

"C."— Statement  of  the  Commissioners. 

"We  have  the  honor  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  examined  all  the  assets  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pa- 
cific Eire  Insurance  Company,  as  exhibited  to  us  by  the  officers  of  said  company,  and  find  they  consist 
entirely  of  notes  secured  by  mortgages  on  real  estate  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  as  per  schedule  attached 
marked  "A,"  a  bank  account  of  eleven  hundred  dollars  ($1100),  and  office  furniture.  In  our  opinion  the 
titles  are  good  and  the  mortgages  first  liens — but  the  larger  portion  of  the  real  estate  is  so  much  over- 
valued, that  the  loans  thereon  are  not  sanctioned  by  the  law,  and  many  of  the  loans  are  made  upon 
what  we  regard  as  unimproved  real  estate. 

"We  think  that  any  insurance  company,  before  being  authorized  to  do  business,  should  have  their 
funds  invested  in  a  better  class  of  property  than  appears  in  this  case — in  fact,  governed  as  we  are  by 
section  8  of  the  law  of  1869,  we  cannot  recommend  that  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany be  given  authority  to  do  business.

and  fifty  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  has  been  fully  paid  in,  and  is  now  possessed  by  said  company, 
in  money  or  in  the  stocks,  bonds  and  mortgages  required  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  aforesaid,  as 
shown  in  schedule  'A,"  hereto  annexed  ;  and  that  said  capital  was  subscribed  and  paid  in  by  the  sev- 
eral parties  named  in  schedule  "B,"  hereto  annexed,  and  in  the  several  amounts  set  opposite  their  re- 
spective names.

Not  being  satisfied  with  the  values  of  some  of  the  in  vestments  of  the 
company  outside  of  Cook  county,  I  made  personal  inquiries  as  to  such 
values.  The  information  received  caused  me  to  decline  accepting 
nearly  all  of  the  investments  outside  of  Cook  county  as  satisfactory. 
The  company,  as  I  am  advised  by  its  officers,  are  substituting  invest- 
ments in  property  in  Cook  county  to  take  the  place  of  the  objectionable 
outside  property,  referred  to,  and  that  they  expect,  in  a  short  time,  to 
have  their  investments  and  assets  in  a  condition  which  will  be  satisfac- 
tory to  this  Department. 

INSOLVENT  COMPANIES. 

The  frequent  inquiries  in  regard  to  insolvent  insurance  companies,  in- 
duces me  to  present,  briefly,  the  best  information  at  my  command,  giv- 
ing the  present  status  of  such  companies  as  remain  unsettled  in  bank- 
rupt or  insolvent  courts. 

The  Aurora  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Aurora,  Illinois,  L.  D.  Brady, 
assignee,  has  paid  25  per  cent,  of  its  entire  indebtedness,  and  is  now 
about  to  obtain  its  discharge  from  bankruptcy. 

The  Bloomington  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Bloomington,  Illinois, 
which  retired  from  business  January  1,  1871,  after  having  re-insured  its 
risks  in  the  Merchants'  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  have  set- 
tled all  claims  against  it,  at  about  CG  cents  on  the  dollar. 

The  Chicago  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  J.  K.  Murphy,  as- 
signee, has  not  yet  made  a  dividend,  but  will  probably  pay  10  per  cent, 
in  all. 

The  Chicago  Firemen's  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  O.  II.  Horton, 
assignee,  has  made  two  dividends :  one  of  4  per  cent,  and  another  of 
1.70  per  cent.,  and  will  shortly  obtain  its  discharge. 

The  Commercial  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  Robert  E,  Jen- 
kins, assignee,  has  made  n<> dividend.   This  company  wil]  probably  pay, 

in  all,  2  per  cent. 

The  Equitable  Fire  Lnsurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  James  l>«>ng,  as- 
signee, has,  as  yet,  paid  no  dividend,  but  will  probably  pay  from  I  t<> 
5  per  cent. 
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The  Garden  City  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  which  re-in- 
sured its  risks  in  the  Commercial,  of  Chicago,  has  had  no  assignee  ap- 
pointed. As  yet,  the  company  has  paid  no  dividend,  but  will  probably 
pay  some  10  per  cent,  of  the  claims  against  it. 

The  Germania  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  Win,  Vocke,  as- 
signee, has  made  two  dividends  :  one  of  2  and  one  of  If  per  cent.  This 
company  will  probably  pay  from  3  to  5  per  cent,  additional. 

The  Great  Western  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  C.  W.  Up- 
ton, assignee,  has  paid  no  dividend.  Suits  have  been  commenced  against 
the  stockholders,  and  it  is  probable  the  company  will  pay  about  50  per 
cent,  of  all  claims. 

The  Home  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  Thomas  Buckley,  as- 
signee, has  divided  2  per  cent.,  and  will  probably  divide  from  3  to  5  per 
cent,  additional. 

The  Knickerbocker  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  is  not  in 
bankruptcy,  and  has  paid  nothing,  but  should  be  made  to  pay  in  full. 

The  Lamar  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  Geo.  Chandler,  re- 
ceiver, should  pay  all  claims  in  full.  The  affairs  of  this  company  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  date  not  known.  A  report,  as  required 
by  law,  has  been  called  for,  but,  as  yet,  it  has  not  been  furnished. 

The  Lumberman's  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  T.  C.  Hoag, 
assignee,  paid  5  per  cent,  before  going  into  bankruptcy,  and  will  pay 
from  30  to  40  per  cent,  additional. 

The  Merchants'  Fire  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  Wm.  E.  Rollo, 
assignee,  has  paid  two  dividends  :  one  of  4  per  cent,  and  one  of  2 J  per 
cent,  of  its  claims^.    It  will  probably  pay  2  per  cent,  additional. 

The  Mutual  Security  Fire  Company,  of  Chicago,  Mark  Kimball,  as- 
signee, has  paid  7  per  cent.,  and  will  pay  from  7  to  10  per  cent,  addi- 
tional. 

The  Reaper  City  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Rockford,  111.,  re  insured 
in  the  Republic  Fire  of  Chicago,  before  "  the  fire."  The  Republic  will 
pay  the  losses  of  the  Reaper  City  in  full. 

The  Republic  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Chicago,  J.  R.  Payson, 
assignee,  has  paid  over  75  per  cent,  of  its  indebtedness,  and  will  pay 
its  losses  in  full.  This  company  has  already  paid  over  two  millions  and 
a  half  of  dollars. 

The  State  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Chicago,  Norman  C.  Perkins, 
assignee,  will  pay  in  full  all  who  have  not  settled  their  claims. 

I  have  lately  been  advised  that  the  Winnesheik  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Freeport,  111.,  (name  of  assignee  not  ascertained)  has  some  two 
thousand  dollars  to  pay  some  $175,000  indebtedness.  This  information 
in  regard  to  said  company  differs  very  materially  from  that  which  was 
obtained  for  my  last  Report.  I  was  then  advised  that  the  assets,  if  pro- 
perly managed,  would  pay  the  liabilities  of  the  company  in  full.  The 
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company  had  no  losses  in  the  Chicago  fire.  I  cannot  rely  npon  the 
above  information  furnished  in  regard  to  said  company,  and  would  ad- 
vise others  to  place  no  reliance  upon  such  statement. 

In  the  case  of  the  Illinois  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Alton, 
111.,  a  petition  for  a  decree  in  bankruptcy  was  filed  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  for  Southern  Illinois,  on  the  7th  October,  1872.  iNo  ad- 
judication— case  continued.  This  is  the  third  petition  in  the  case  of 
this  company,  a  decree  in  either  of  the  former  two  having  been  refused 
by  the  court.  I  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  probable  amount 
which  this  company  should  pay,  but  have  failed  to  obtain  the  infor- 
mation. 

The  Sangamo  Insurance  Company,  of  Springfield,  re-insured  its  risks 
in  the  Merchants'  of  Chicago.  The  Merchants'  will  probably  pay  8  J  per 
cent,  of  its  losses.  No  proceedings  have  been  commenced  against  the 
Sangamo,  so  far  as  I  am  advised.  It  should  pay  all  its  liabilities  in  full. 

Under  the  26th  section  of  the  act  approved  March  11,  1869,  the  Ee- 
ceiver  appointed  for  the  insolvent  companies  below  named,  filed  in  this 
office,  in  the  month  of  January  last,  their  reports  for  the  year  ending 
December  31, 1872.

The  examination,  in  each  case,  proved  the  company  to  he  possessed 
of  the  required  amount  of  assets  to  authorize  it  to  do  business  in  this 
State.  The  agents  of  each  company  above  named  have  been  furnished 
with  the  proper  authority. 

The  question  has  arisen  in  the  examination  of  the  affairs  of  some  of 
the  companies  applying  for  admission,  as  to  the  recognition  of  certain 
investments  and  uses  of  funds,  as  assets,  and  to  what  extent  the  laws 
of  this  State  take  cognizance  thereof  when  such  application  is  made, 
for  admission  to  the  State.  In  my  opinion,  the  Illinois  law  contemplates 
that  a  company  of  another  State,  in  such  case,  must  be  judged  by  the 
provisions  of  its  charter  and  the  laws  of  its  own  State. 

Wherever  "bankable"  or  " commercial  paper'7  has  been  admitted  as 
an  asset,  where  the  amount  thereof  would  in  any  way  change  or  affect 
the  standing  of  the  company  under  our  law  as  to  impairment,  it  has 
been  done,  only,  after  a  careful  personal  examination,  and  by  proper 
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evidence  of  bank  officers  that  such  asset  was  beyond  all  question  what 
it  purported  to  be,  strictly  bankable  short  time  commercial  paper,  upon 
which  the  company  could  at  any  time  realize  the  money  at  regular  bank 
discount. 

This  course  has  been  pursued  towards  such  investments  or  use  of  cap- 
ital, because  it  is  believed  such  paper  is  in  reality  a  cash  item,  cash 
placed  in  a  condition  to  make  profit  to  the  company  instead  of  laying 
idle.  In  no  case,  however,  has  such  item  been  admitted  unless  the  com- 
pany had  the  undoubted  right  under  its  charter  or  the  other  laws  of  its 
own  State,  to  make  such  use  of  its  funds.  I  have  no  inclination  to  dis- 
courage such  use  of  capital  where  the  company  has  the  legal  right  so 
to  use  it,  for  the  reason  that  the  funds  of  a  company  in  such  use  places 
said  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  company  in  cash  every  sixty  or  ninety 
days,  and  at  the  same  time  produces  income.  This  explanation  is  con- 
sidered due  to  the  companies  having  such  assets  appearing  in,  their 
statements. 

STATEMENTS  OF  FOREIGN  COMPANIES. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  is  respectfully  yet  earnestly 
requested  to  the  requirement  of  the  act  of  March  11,  1869,  in  regard  to 
the  time  fixed  for  Foreign  Insurance  Companies  to  make  their  Annual 
Statements.   It  reads  as  follows : 

"  Section  — .  *  *  *  Foreign  Insurance  Companies  shall  be  required  to  make  and  file  their  annual 
statements  and  evidences  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  or  within  thirty  days  thereafter, 
made  out  for  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding  30th  of  September.  The  supplementary  annual  state- 
ments of  their  business  and  affairs  in  the  United  States,  duly  verified  by  the  resident  manager  of  such 
company,  shall  be  filed  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  made  out  for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st 
day  of  December  immediately  preceding." 

At  the  date  of  this  Eeport  not  one  single  foreign  company  has  com- 
plied with  the  requirement  of  making  Annual  Statement  for  the  year 
ending  30th  September  1872.*  The  Western  Assurance  Company,  of 
Toronto,  Canada,  has  made  its  annual  statement  the  same  as  companies 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  year  ending  December  SI,  1872.  This  be- 
ing three  months  later  information  in  regard  to  the  business  and  affairs 
of  the  company  than  required  by  law,  it  was  accepted  and  filed,  as  well 
as  preferred,  to  a  statement  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  pre- 
ceding. 

The  representatives  of  British  companies  in  this  country  claim  that 
it  is  not  practicable  for  their  home  offices  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ment of  the  Illinois  law,  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  said  companies 
obtaining  returns  from  their  agencies  m  various  foreign  governments,  in 
which  1 1  icy  are  doing  business,  in  time  to  make  a  statement  of  t  heir  busi-

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ness  and  affairs  in  four  months  from  the  30th  September.  I  suggest 
that  the  30th  of  June  be  substituted  in  the  law  in  the  place  of  30th  of 
September,  or,  probably  better,  that  the  31st  of  December  be  so  substi- 
tuted—the statements  to  be  filed  on  or  before  the  1st  of  July,  following. 
If  to  the  latter  date,  any  such  foreign  company  not  having  a  branch 
office  in  this  country,  or  whose  statement  could  not  be  filed  by  the  31st 
January,  should  be  required  to  have  the  condition  and  business  of 
its  several  agencies  in  the  United  States  reported  to  some  one  of  its 
agencies,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  such  agency  being  required 
to  make  and  file  a  statement  thereof  on  or  before  the  31st  January  fol- 
lowing. 

Unless  some  such  change  is  made  by  the  General  Assembly,  this  De- 
partment will,  with  considerable  reluctance,  feel  in  duty  bound  to  en- 
force the  law  as  it  now  stands.  It  may  be  well  to  say  to  you  and  the 
General  Assembly  that  the  probable  result  of  this  action  will  be  the 
retirement  from  our  State  of  nearly  all,  if  not  all  of  the  English  com- 
panies, unless  they  should  conclude  to  furnish  statements  of  their  busi- 
ness, as  presented  by  their  books  on  the  30th  of  September.  A  question 
that  involves  the  probable  loss  to  our  citizens  cf  facilities  for  insurance 
with  a  class  of  companies  in  which  they  have  undoubted  confidence,  is 
worthy  of  serious  consideration  by  the  General  Assembly.

The  securities  of  the  Western  Assurance  Company,  of  Toronto,  Can- 
ada, were  deposited  under  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  "An  act  re- 
lating to  deposits  to  be  made  by  foreign  insurance  companies,"  approved 
March  19,  1872.  The  securities  of  the  "  Franklin  Fire,"  of  West  Vir- 
ginia, "Mississippi  Valley,"  of  Tennessee,  and  "Old  Dominion,"  of  Vir- 
ginia, were  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  reciprocity  section  of  the 
Illinois  law,  as  the  laws  of  those  States  require  a  similar  deposit  before 
admitting  companies  of  this  or  other  States  to  do  business  in  said 
States.  The  State  Auditor  of  West  Virginia,  under  date  of  March  27, 
—14 
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has  advised  me  that  the  law  of  West  Virginia,  requiring  a  deposit  of 
$25,000  by  foreign  insurance  companies  to  do  business  in  that  State,  has 
been  repealed.  Therefore  the  securities  of  the  "Franklin  Fire,"  of  that 
State,  can  be  withdrawn  at  the  pleasure  of  the  company. 

TAXATION  OF  INSURANCE  COMPANIES  ON  THEIR  PREMIUM  RECEIPTS. 

The  construction  which  has  been  placed  upon  the  laws  of  this  State, 
with  respect  to  the  taxation  of  receipts  iu  the  hands  of  agents  of  insu- 
rance companies  of  other  States  and  governments,  will  fully  appear  in 
the  following  correspondence  :

Deak  Sir:  As  we  Lave  some  doubts  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  usual  construction  of  that  section 
of  the  Insurance  Law  of  1869,  which  taxes  the  net  receipts  of  fire  insurance  companies  incorporated  by 
any  other  State  or  government,  we  shall  he  greatly  obliged  if  you  will  advise  us  what,  in  your  opinion, 
is  the  proper  interpretation  of  that  section,  and  what  amounts  Ave  should  return  at  our  different 
agencies,  in  strict  compliance  with  the  law.

Gen.  A.  C.  Ducat,  Chicago,  111.  : 

Dear  Sir  :  To  obtain  a  correct  understanding,  and  give  a  proper  interpretation  of  our  laws  with 
respect  to  the  taxation  of  receipts  of  fire,  etc.,  insurance  companies  incorporated  by  othe*  States  or 
governments,  it  will  be  necessary  to  refer  to  the  laws  relating  thereto,  commencing  with  the  State 
revenue  laws  of  1853. 

You  will  observe  that  the  assessment  law  of  1853  and  the  insurance  law  of  1869  do  not  state  any  par- 
ticular period  of  time  for  which  the  amount  of  receipts  should  be  returned  by  the  agents  of  Insurance 
companies  of  other  States.    Section  22  of  the  assessment  law  of  1853  reads  : 

"  Section  22»  *  *  *  Every  agency  of  an  insurance  company,  incorporated  by  the  authority  of  any 
other  State  or  government,  shall  return  to  the  assessor  of  the  county  in  which  the  othee  or  agency  of 
such  company  may  be  kept,  in  the  month  of  May.  anxually,  the  amount  of  the  gross  receipts  of  such 
agency,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  tax  list  of  the  proper  county,  and  subject  to  the  same  rate  of 
taxation  for  all  purposes  that  other  personal  property  is  subject  to  at  the  place  where  located." 

The  foregoing  section,  of  itself,  makes  no  provision  for  determining  the  amount  proper  to  be  taxed 
To  correctly  interpret  it,  reference  must  be  made  to  the  6th  section  of  the  same  act,  to-wit : 

"  Section  6.  *  *  *  Personal  property  shall  be  listed  with  reference  to  the  quantity  on  hand  and 
owned  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  for  which  the  property  is  required  to  be  listed,  including 
the  property  purchased  on  that  day." 

In  1855  the  assessment  law  of  1853  was  amended,  as  follows : 

"Section  2.  *  *  *  All  property,  whether  owned  by  individuals  or  corporations,  shall  be  listed 
with  reference  to  the  quantity  on  hand  and  owned  on  the  first  day  of  April  instead  of  May." 

The  same  principle,  and  time,  for  obtaining  the  amount  of  property  to  be  taxed,  as  fixed  by  the  law 
oflfe53and  1855,  was  re-alhrmed  in  the  act  of  1867,  establishing  a  State  board  for  the  equalisation  of 
assessments : 

"SECTION  4.  All  property  in  this  State,  whether  real  or  personal,  subject  to  taxation  under  existing 
laws,  *  *  *  shall  be  listed  to  the  owners  thereof  tor  the  year  Ibiu,  and  yearly  thereafter,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  amount  owned  on  the  first  day  of  April.'' 

In  the  insurance  law  of  1869,  a  return  of  the  amount  of  net  receipts,  for  the  purpose  of  taxation,  is 
provided  for,  in  the  month  of  May,  annually,  as  follows: 

"Section  30.  Every  agent  of  any  Insurance  company  Incorporated  by  the  authority  of  any  other 
State  or  government,  shal]  return  to  the  proper  offloer  of  the  county,  town  or  municipality  in' which 
the  agency  it  established,  in  the  month  of  May.  annually,  the  amount  of  the  Del  receipts  of  snob 

ugency,  which  shall  be  entered  on  t  he  t;ix  lists  of  the  county,  tow  n  or  municipality,  and  subject  to  the 

same  rate  of  taxation  tor  nil  pui  poses— state,  oouoty,  town  nnd  municipal— thai  other  personal  pro- 
perty is  subject  to  at  the  place  where  located  ;  said  tax  to  be  In  Ilea  of  all  town  and  municipal  licenses ; 

mid  all  laWS  and  parts  Of  laws  inconsistent  herewith  arc  licit  by  repealed:  I 'rmidrd .  that  the  provlsioni 

of  tins  wotion  thall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  cities  having  an  organised  tire  department  from  levy* 
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ing  a  tax  or  license  fee  not  exceeding  two  per  cent.,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  their  respec- 
tive charters,  on  said  gross  receipts,  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  support  of  the  fire  department  of 
such  city."' 

To  ascertain  the  amount  to  he  returned  for  taxation  under  this  section,  requires  reference  to  the  law 
of  18f>7— section  4,  above  quoted.  The  two  per  cent,  tax  permitted  to  be  charged  by  cities  having  an 
organized  fire  department,  must  be  based  upon  tha  same  amount  as  returned  for  State,  county,  etc., 
taxation. 

In  1872  the  General  Assembly  enacted  a  new  revenue  law.  The  sections  of  laws  to  which  I  have  re- 
ferred and  quoted,  sufficiently  determine  that  receipts  were  to  be  considered  and  taxed  as  personal 
property,-  therefore  I  refer  you  to  the  law  of  1872,  in  reference  to  personal  property,  to- wit: 

•'Section*  5.  Personal  property  shall  be  listed  between  the  first  day  of  Mav  and  the  first  day  of  July 
of  each  year,  when  required  by  the  assessor,  with  reference  to  the  quantity  held  or  owned  oh  the  first 
day  of  May,  in  the  year  for  which  the  property  is  required  to  be  listed.  Personal  property  purchased 
or  acquired  on  the  first  day  of  May  shall  he  fisted  by  or  for  the  person  purchasing  or  acquiring  it." 

In  my  opinion  it  is  plain  that  the  law  has,  at  no  time  since  1853,  taxed  the  receipts  of  fire  or  other  in- 
surance companies  of  other  States  or  governments,  on  a  greater  amount  than  was  held  in  money  or 
notes,  or  of  both,  by  their  agents  in  this  State,  on  the  first  day  of  April  or  May,  as  the  case  may  be,  of 
each  year. 

Under  existing  laws  the  agents  of  such  companies  are  required,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the 
first  day  of  July,  of  each  year,  when  notified  by  the  assessor,  to  list  for  taxation  all  the  property  held 
by  them  as  such  agents,  with  reference  to  the  amount  so  held,  on  the  first  day  of  May.  The  amount 
of  property  thus  held  by  agents  should  be  listed  for  taxation  according  to  the  schedule  provided  for 
by  section  25  of  the  revenue  law  of  1872.  If  in  money,  it  should  be  listed  as  money,  without  deduction 
from  the  amount  thereof.  If  in  notes,  they  should  be  listed  as  "credits,"  in  the  same  manner  that 
"credits"  of  other  persons  are  listed.  This  I  believe  to  be  a  proper  construction  of  the  present  laws, 
as  no  provision  is  made  in  the  law  of  1872  for  listing  any  property  under  the  head  of  "receipts." 

In  closing  this  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  13th  inst.,  it  may  be  proper  to  say  that  I  am  aware  the  inter- 
pretation has  been  given  the  laws  of  this  State,  since  1853,  that  the  agents  of  fire  and  other  insu- 
rance companies  not  of  this  State  were  required  to  list  the  amount  of  their  annual  receipts.  Why  our 
laws  have  been  so  interpreted  by  the  agents  of  companies  and  local  authorities;  I  am  unable  to  state, 
as  such  return  has  certainly  not  been  demanded  by  the  laws  of  Illinois  for  at  least  the  past  twenty 
years.

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  at  this  time,  during  pending  legislation 
on  the  subject,  to  discuss  the  question  as  to  the  soundness  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  taxation,  which  taxes  or  proposes  to  tax  the  premium  receipts  of 
insurance  companies  as  a  property. 

First. — Are  premium  receipts  a  taxable  property,  as  contemplated  by 
the  Constitution,  to  be  taxed  by  valuation  f 

On  the  subject  of  raising  taxes  on  property  by  valuation,  section  1, 
article  9,  of  the  constitution,  requires  the  General  Assembly  to  provide 
the  necessary  revenue  --by  levying  a  tax,  by  valuation,  so  that  every 
person  and  corporation  will  pay  a  tax  in  rjroportion  to  the  value  of  his, 
her  or  its  property." 

Property  is  defined  to  be  "an  estate — whether  in  lands,  goods,  or 
money;  the  thing  owned ;  that  to  which  a  person  has  the  legal  title, 
whether  in  possession  or  not." 

In  my  opinion  --premium  receipts"  are  not  a  property  in  the  light  and 
meaning  of  the  word,  as  used  in  the  constitution,  but  simply  a  business 
name,  used  to  designate  the  amount  of  money  derived  or  to  be  derived 
by  the  company  in  its  business,  the  same  as  the  word  --sales"  apply  to 
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the  money  received  or  to  be  received  by  the  merchant  or  manufacturer 
for  merchandise  or  manufactured  articles  sold;  or  as  the  words  compen- 
sation, wages,  salaries,  fees,  income,  revenue,  and  many  other  words, 
each  of  which  apply  and  have  their  peculiar  relation  to  money.  The 
word  "receipts"  may  be  appropriately  applied  in  each  case  named,  and 
therefore  used  in  designating  the  money  received  from  sales  or  other 
sources,  or  for  services.  We  attach  a  value  to  "receipts"  only  when  the 
word  is  used  instead  of  the  proper  or  common  name  of  the  property  to 
which  they  apply.  The  name  "receipts"  is  a  general  term,  used  in  refer- 
ence to  the  result  of  business,  rather  than  for  designating  the  name  of  a 
property.  Property  is  the  result  of  receipts,  which  property  has  a  com- 
mon name — money.  When  the  money  is  acquired,  absolutely  nothing 
of  value  is  left  for  receipts.  The  properties  of  "receipts"  expire,  die,  up- 
on the  delivery  of  the  estate  to  the  owner  or  his  agent,  and  are  thereaf- 
ter known  as  "lands,  goods,  or  money,"  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  premium  receipts  of  an  insurance  company  amount  to  $10,000 
in  money,  which  amount  we  will  assume  remained  in  the  hands  of  A  B, 
agent,  on  the  first  day  of  May.  Having  the  $10,000  on  that  day  he 
must  pay  a  tax  thereon.  Upon  what  kind  of  property  must  he  pay  the 
tax,  and  upon  what  amount  ?  If  premium  receipts  are  property,  the 
agent  should  list  $10,000  therefor.  Money,  all  admit  to  be  property ; 
hence  said  agent  should  list  $10,000  in  money.  The  latter — money — is 
so  positive  a  property,  that  even  the  General  Assembly,  the  only  law- 
making power  in  our  State,  cannot  exempt  it  from  taxation.  When  the 
money  is  listed,  the  "premium  receipts."  are  left  without  value.  If  they 
have  no  value,  they  cannot  be  a  property,  as  contemplated  by  that  word 
(property)  as  used  in  our  constitution.  In  the  case  stated,  the  agent 
had  premium  receipts  of  the  company  and  he  had  the  money ;  but  when 
we  speak  of  them  as  property,  one — the  premium  receipts — is  a  fiction  ; 
the  other — money — is  the  reality,  or  property.  The  agent  should  list 
the  property  for  taxation,  and  not  the  fiction. 

Second. — Is  it  desirable  to  measure  the  amount  of  money  acquired 
during  a  certain  period  of  time,  by  taking  the  receipts  of  a  business,  for 
such  time,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  taxable  valuation  f 

If  this  principle  should  be  adopted  with  respect  to  one  class  of  busi- 
ness, it  must  be  adopted  for  all  classes  of  business,  [f  we  tax  one 
person  or  corporation,  whose  business  is  confined  to  receipt  of  money, 
only,  on  the  money  received  by  him  or  it,  during  the  year,  we  must 
tax  all  oilier  persons  and  corporations  having  similar  receipts,  without 
regard  to  the  business  carried  on.  Further,  if  the  principle  holds  good, 
to  be  consistent  we  must  require  all  other  persons  and  corporations  to 
p;i\  ;i  bas  on  all  the  horses,  cattle,  merchandise,  manufactured  articles, 
notes,  bonds,  etc.,  received  i>>  them  during  the  year.  To  adopt  this 
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principle  for  obtaining  or  arriving  at  the  quantity  of  property  to  be 
taxed  by  valuation,  for  one  class  of  persons  or  corporations,  would  com- 
pel the  same  principle  to  be  adopted  for  obtaining  the  quantity  of  pro- 
perty  of  all  classes  of  persons  and  corporations,  uso  (to  use  the  words 
of  the  constitution)  that  each  person  and  corporation  shall  pay  a  tax  in 
portion  to  the  value  of  his,  her,  or  its  property." 

It  must  be  plain  that  the  manner  and  time  for  obtaining  valuations 
for  taxable  purposes,  to  be  uniform,  should  be  applicable  alike  to  all 
property. 

Another  difficulty  must  arise  when  we  attempt  to  value  and  tax  re- 
ceipts of  Insurance  companies  as  property.  If  we  admit  for  the  purpose 
of  argument,  that  the  power  is  vested  in  the  General  Assembly  to  de- 
clare receipts  to  be  a  property  for  the  purpose  of  taxation,  it  should  be 
plain  that  the  receipts  of  one  person  or  corporation  cannot  be  declared 
such,  and  the  receipts  of  others  held  not  to  be  so.  If  receipts  are  held 
to  be  property,  the  declaration  must  be  general  in  its  application.  A 
law  which  declared  the  receipts  of  insurance  companies  a  taxable  pro- 
perty, wrould  be  invalid,  unless  it  applied  equally  to  the  receipts  of 
bankers,  merchants,  manufacturers,  farmers,  various  professions,  officers 
and  employees. 

I  have  endeavored,  thus  far,  to  show  that  receipts  without  legislation, 
are  not  property  subject  to  taxation  by  valuation;  that  in  order  to  so 
tax  them,  legislation  must  be  had,  declaring  them  a  taxable  property ; 
that  when  such  declaration  is  made,  it  must  be  general  and  not  special 
in  its  application. 

Third. — Is  the  taxation  of  the  premium  receipts  of  Insurance  Compa- 
nies on  the  amount  received  during  the  year  advisable  as  a  principle  of  taxa- 
tion in  this  State,  even  if  constitutional  t 

In  this  State,  our  principle  of  taxation  is  fixed  by  the  constitution, 
and  is  therefore  not  a  debatable  question.  All  real  and  personal  pro- 
perty is  liable  to  taxation.  Real  property  presents  itself  to  the  plain 
view  of  the  assessor,  and  therefore  cannot  avoid  assessment.  The  im- 
provements on  such  property,  being  included  in  the  value  thereof,  is,  to 
a  considerable  extent,  insurable  property.  That  portion  of  personal 
property  which  is  insurable,  is  tangible,  and  very  seldom  escapes  the 
view  of  the  assessor.  It  is  therefore  safe  to  assume  that  the  property 
covered  by  insurance  is  of  a  class  which  does  not  escape  taxation,  being 
visible  property.  Hence,  if  a  uniform  rate  of  tax,  say  three  per  cent., 
as  has  been  proposed,  should  be  placed  upon  the  annual  receipts  of  all 
companies  doing  business  in  this  State,  it  will  compel  snch  companies 
to  add  the  amount  of  such  tax  to  their  charge  for  insurance.  The  plain 
effect  of  this  would  be  to  cause  the  owners  of  that  class  of  property  in 
this  State,  already  paying  certainly  not  less  than  its  just  proportion  of 
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taxes,  to  pay  this  additional  tax,  together  with  the  expense  attendant 
upon  such  indirect  collection,  and,  probably,  a  surplusage  to  the  compa- 
nies, as  the  history,  in  this  country,  of  adding  internal  taxes  to  the 
price  charged  the  consumer,  is,  that  from  two  to  three  times  the  amount 
thereof  was  added  and  collected.  There  is  also  a  further  objection  to 
this  principle.  It  makes  that  portion  of  the  visible  property  of  the 
State,  whose  owners  elect  to  guard  against  entire  loss  or  destruction  of 
their  property,  by  a  small  annual  investment,  pay  a  greater  portion  of 
taxation  than  even  other  similar  tangible  property,  whose  owners  are 
not  thus  provident. 

Fourth. — Is  the  taxation  of  the  annual  receipts  of  Insurance  Companies, 
and  not  of  other  persons  and  corporations,  an  equitable  tax,  regardless  as 
to  tvhat  may  be  the  answers  to  the  preceding  propositions  f 

If  we  admit  that  the  law-making  power  of  a  State  may  enact  that 
"  receipts  v  shall  be  deemed  a  taxable  property,  does  it  not  follow  that 
the  principle  must  be  of  general  and  not  of  special  application  %  Tax 
laws,  to  be  just,  must  be  applicable  alike  to  all  persons  and  corporations 
coming  under  their  provisions. 

When  we  admit  that  it  is  legitimate  to  tax  the  annual  receipts  of 
insurance  business,  we  must  admit  that  it  is  equally  legitimate  to  tax 
the  annual  receipts  of  every  other  kind  of  business,  applying  the  same 
rules  for  obtaining  values,  alike  to  all.  If  premium  receipts  are  pro- 
perty, are  not  other  receipts  the  same  ?  Would  it  not  be  an  inexplica- 
ble law  which  would  tax  the  receipts  of  one  class  of  business,  and 
permit  another  class  to  go  untaxed,  when  each  have  investments  of 
capital  in  an  equally  honorable  and  legitimate  business?  I  cannot  cou- 
ceive  how  any  other  than  an  affirmative  answer  can,  in  equity,  be  made 
to  either  of  these  propositions. 

Wherein  do  the  receipts  of  various  kinds  of  business,  professions  and 
occupations  differ,  if  there  be  a  difference?  The  insurance  company 
sells  insurance;  the  farmer,  his  grain  and  other  produce;  the  merchant 
and  manufacturer,  their  goods  and  wares;  the  banker,  his  money  and 
exchange  ;  each  obtaining  receipts  by  their  sales,  as  also  does  the  law- 
yer-, doctor,  farmer,  mechanic,  laborer,  officer,  and  employees,  for  their 
services.  In  ueither  ease  is  it  probable  that  the  receipts  are  all  profits, 
and  probably  less  so  in  the  case  of  insurance  than  that  of  any  other 

business,  profession  or  occupation  named.    Vet,  with  insurance,  as  w  ith 

any  other  business  or  occupation,  it  may  prove  profitable  by  single  com- 
panies, or  collectively ;  but  like  Other  business,  it  is  equally  liable  to  loss 
and  to  close  the  year's  business  with  no  profit. 

Is  there  anj  tangible  reason  why  premium  receipts  obtained  in  a. 
Si  ah-  other  than  I  lie  Stale  ill  which  the  company  is  located,  are  so  differ- 
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ent  from  tlie  receipts  of  other  corporations  or  persons,  tlms  obtained,  as 
to  require  taxation  in  snch  other  State  ?  Take  onr  western  farmers  or 
cattle  dealers  :  would  they  deem  it  an  equitable  law  which  would  require 
them  to  pay,  say  three  per  cent,  tax,  in  New  York  or  other  eastern  mar- 
ket, on  their  receipts,  derived  from  the  sales  of  their  cattle  and  grain  in 
such  market,  after  having  been  taxed  at  their  residence  on  such  cattle 
and  grain,  or  liable  thereto  on  the  amount  of  money  derived  from  such 
sale  ?  Is  there  any  reason  why  taxation  is  equitable  in  one  case  and 
not  in  the  other  ?  If  there  is,  I  fail  to  comprehend  it.  The  farmer  or 
dealer,  by  their  sales,  may  have  met  with  loss  in  their  business,  requir- 
ing them  to  pay  such  loss  from  their  accumulated  property.  Eegardless 
of  such  loss,  they  were  taxed  where  their  property  was  sold  on  the 
amount  of  their  receipts.  This  is  apt  to  be  the  result  to  insurance  com- 
panies of  a  law  which  taxes  premium  receipts  as  a  property. 

Insurance  companies  of  this  State,  as  well  as  those  of  other  States, 
pay  tax  on  all  their  property  at  the  place  where  the  company  is  located. 
More  than  this  should  not  be  required  of  them,  or  of  auy  other  corpo- 
ration or  person.  With  what  favor  would  the  proposition  be  received 
by  the  people  of  this  State,  to  tax  the  amount  of  money  received  by 
every  person  during  the  year,  without  regard  as  to  the  disposition  or  in- 
vestment made  of  it,  or  of  the  amount  which  each  person  paid  out  in  his 
business  or  occupation,  during  said  time  !  Yet  add  to  this  the  imposi- 
tion that  this  shall  be  done  in  addition  to  the  tax  levied  on  their  real 
and  personal  property,  and  we  have  the  result  and  equity  to  insurance 
companies  of  the  proposed  principle  of  taxing  their  receipts  in  addition 
to  the  tax  which  they  have  to  pay  on  their  property. 

If  all  tangible  property,  real  and  personal,  was  exempted  from  taxa- 
tion, and  a  principle  adopted  for  raising  revenue  that  would  only  tax 
receipts,  there  might  be  some  argument  made  in  its  favor.  It  would 
simply  be  adopting  the  principle  of  a  tariff  for  state  and  local  taxation. 
When  we  desire  the  consumer — regardless  of  his  Avealth  or  the  amount 
of  his  property — to  pay  all  taxes,  it  will  then  be  time  to  adopt  the  prin- 
ciple of  taxing  receipts  instead  of  property. 

To  tax  both  the  property  and  receipts  of  one  class  of  persons  or  cor- 
porations, and  only  the  property  of  others,  is  a  proposition  which  should 
be  repugnant  to  an  honorable  people,  and  I  cannot  see  how  it  can  be  en- 
tertained as  a  just  principle  by  any  legislator  who  has  given  the  subject 
proper  reflection.  If  this  result  be  obtained  by  the  laws  of  different 
States,  the  injustice  would  be  with  the  laws  of  the  State  which  taxed 
the  fiction — the  receipts  erroneously  called  property. 

The  grand  aggregate  amount  received  by  the  118  insurance  compa- 
nies appearing  in  the  tabulations  of  this  report,  is  $64,804,532  80  during 
the  year  1872.  The  grand  aggregate  of  their  losses  incurred  and  ex- 
penses during  said  year  is  $69,643,603  91 ;  thus  showing  $4,839,071  11 
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more  incurred  for  losses  and  expenses  than  they  received  from  premiums 
and  other  sources.  Said  companies  have  a  grand  aggregate  of  assets  of 
$97,370,066  31  on  which  they  pay  taxes  in  their  respective  States  or  gov- 
ernments. Now,  is  there  any  principle  of  justice  to  sustain  the  laws 
which  would  yet  further  tax  them  on  the  $64,801,532  SO  received  during 
the  year,  when  it  is  shown  that  they  have  paid,  or  will  have  to  pay,  all 
of  said  sum  for  losses  and  expenses,  and  $4,839,071  11  in  addition 
thereto. 

As  an  excuse  for  taxing  the  premium  receipts  of  insurance  companies, 
it  is  asserted  that  they  withdraw  money  from  the  State.  In  case  of 
some  companies,  and  some  years  in  the  aggregate  of  companies,  this 
may  be  true,  but  not  always  so,  and  no  more  so  than  it  is  with  other 
kinds  of  business.  It  has  not  proven  true  in  this  State,  taking  the 
aggregate  business  of  the  last  four  years,  the  only  years  for  which  Ave 
have  a  record.  The  business  of  four  years  shows  that  the  sum  of  $20, 
347,415  71  has  been  paid  to  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Companies ; 
that  during  said  time  such  companies  have  paid  $63,457,242  71  to  the 
owners  of  property  in  this  State,  being  $43,109,827  more  than  has  been 
taken  out  of  the  State  or  paid  to  companies  located  in  this  State. 

As  there  is  no  equity  in  the  principle  of  taxation  that  would  tax  the 
receipts  of  insurance  companies,  it  would  seem  that  the  proposition  so 
to  do  is  founded  solely  on  the  theory  that  such  companies  are  productive 
of  injury  to  the  insured,  rather  than  protection.  If  this  be  true,  the 
grand  figures  of  relief  furnished  to  the  property  holders  in  this  State  by 
such  companies  during  the  past  four  years,  in  comparison  with  the 
amount  paid  therefor,  should  be  the  only  answer  of  Illinois  to  such  a 
theory. 

The  whole  theory  of  taxation  of  receipts,  when  the  property  of  the 
person  or  company  is  taxed  in  its  proper  locality,  is  based  on  wrong 
premises,  and  therefore  should  not  be  found  in  the  code  of  laws  designed 
to  be  equitable  and  just  to  all  persons  and  corporations  to  whom  such 
eode  may  apply. 

I  have  not  considered  the  question  of  taxation  of  the  receipts  of  life 
insurance  companies,  for  the  reason  that,  as  it  is  so  generally  admitted 
that  such  taxation  is  erroneous,  argument  in  regard  thereto  would  be 
superfluous.
